MSM Opens Recently 


1*500 Seniors Expected 
For 4fh TJC Coreer Doy 
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Death For 550! 

- Public Law 55 is dead. 

All over America draft-age, summons-conscious young 
men are mourning the death of the only bright spot connect¬ 
ed with military service. 

Promptly on the stroke of midnight Jan. 31 the most im¬ 
portant aspects of Public Law 550, otherwise known as the 
Korean Bill, were pronounced dead by proclamation of Pres¬ 
ident Eisenhower. 

Army, Navy, Marine, and Air Force recruiting offices 
were swamped by a flood of applimants trying to beat the 
deadline and retain the benefits of the Korean Bill. Many 
recruiting offices had to remain open until midnight to take 
care of the rush of enlistees. 

The Korean Bill was lengthy and not all of its provisions 
have been killed, but dead are such enticements as farm and 
home loan guarantees and education benefits. Remaining are 
sundry provisions for medical treatment, disability compen¬ 
sation, and burial expenses. 

Overlooked by most of the prospective inductees was 
the stipulation that in order to achieve any benefits they must 
first be sworn in. Often this takes hours and even days. 

Optimistically, recruits were taking a light view of the 
fact that under the present set-up benefits will be allowed 
only for those days served before Jan. 31. Most are keeping 
their fingers crossed and gambling Congress passing the bill 
now under consideration to extend the full benefits of the 
Korean Bill to all those who enlisted before the deadline. 

The big question is will Congress pass the bill extending 
such benefits? Will they pass a bill to give such benefits to 
future veterans? 

The common prediction is that they will. 

America has made giant steps of progress in the last few 
decades. More and more education and training is becoming 
a necessity both to the nation and to the individual. 

Hundreds of thousands of veterans have been able to get 
skilled training and college education because of government 
supported edlucation bills. 

Can the nation afford to lose these potential mature stu¬ 
dents at a time when a greater skill and knowledge are at a 
premium? 

The cost of such training programs - will be far out¬ 
weighed by their benefits. 

America needs another Public Law 550!

To Victoria 

Tyler Junior College’s point- 
producing magicians of the hard¬ 
woods, still waving the flag of 
the nation’s highest scoring junior 
college quint, venture into the 
Southlands of Texas tomorrow 
night for an affair with the 
touted Victoria College Pirates. 

Coach Floyd Wagstaff’s Apach¬ 
es, with a 108-75 win over the 
Pirates credited to their slate ear¬ 
lier in the season, go into the 
clash as strong favorites. 

The Apaches were knocked away 
from the Longhorn Conference 
Diadem last week in a 71-70 heart- 
breaker to the Kilgore Rangers. 
The Rangers, undefeated in loop 
play, have already been crowned 
“unofficially” conference champs. 

Tyler’s other two conference 
losses came from an earlier sea¬ 
son match with the Rangers and 
a mid-season drop to the Wharton 
Pioneers, when the reservation’s 
club fell into a sudden slump. 

But since then the high-scoring 
Redmen, paced by sharpshooters 
Milton Williams, Russell Boone, 
and Jarvis Ferrell, have quickly 
erased all traces of the early dive. 

Williams, the 5’ 11” Indian from 
Big Sandy; Boone, the 6’ 4^” all¬ 
starter from Sweeney; and Ferrell, 
the 6’ 1” fast-breaker from Gal-

One of the star performers on 
the current Apache basketball 
team is Milton Williams, “The 
Chief”, a full-blooded Alabama- 
Chocite Indian from Big Sandy, 
the Indian reservation near Liv¬ 
ingston. 

The speedy hoopster, sought by 
many college coaches after his 
graduation from Big Sandy High 
School, has almost become a sensa¬ 
tion in only three months of col¬ 
lege cage action. 

Fans have marveled at the 
quickness of the stocky Indian in 
adopting himself' to the change 
from high school basketball to 
college competition. His tremen¬ 
dous drive has netted him over 
200 points per game. 

In some contests the sure-footed 
eager has penetrated the buckets 
for more than 30 points—a record 
considered more than just “good” 
for a freshman college player. 

Over 20 Per Game 

According to statistics compiled 
on Jan. 31, Williams sank 166 field 
goals and 110 free throws for a 
total of 442 points in only 22 
games. 

Against five teams—Lon Mor¬ 
ris, Texarkana, Panola, Victoria, 
and the SMU freshmen—he ac¬ 
counted for 147 points, an aver¬ 
age of 29.2 points per game, hard 
to believe for a youngster less than 
six feet in height competing 
against tall, seasoned college play¬ 
ers with two and three years ex¬ 
perience. 

Williams, while playing for the 
Big Sandy Wildcats, shattered all 


records set by former players at 
that South Texas high school. Dur¬ 
ing his last three years in high 
school, he made all-district, all- 
regional, all-state, and all-some¬ 
thing on practically everybody’s 
team. 

Ardent fans of the Wildcats were 
reluctant to see him graduate. And 
good reason too, for the dynamic 
“Chief” for the past three years 
had been the mainstay of the Big 
Sandy team. The time was rare 
when Williams failed to score at 
least 30 points per contest. 

In one high school game last 
year the muscular player astound¬ 
ed the fans as well as his oppo¬ 
nents by scoring 52 points. 

Toppled Prep Records 

Despite the oddity of it, he 
made so many records in high 
school then broke them so fast, 
that officials of the small school 
“just stopped keeping up with 
them.” 

It would be a difficult task to 
trace all the points Williams has 
scored in the games he has played. 
No one knows the exact number. 

Now with all these remarkable 
feats piled up behind Williams, try 
to imagine what kind of person he 
is. 

“He’s a quiet, reserved student”, 
his instructors say. 

“In addition to being one of the 
finest basketball players I have 
ever seen, he is also one of the 
swellest guys on the campus—gets 
along well with everyone, likable, 
and has a wonderful sense of hu¬ 
mor”, says Jimmy Acker, man¬ 
ager of the Apaches.

Troy Craig and Bill Campbell, 
a couple of male calculas students* 
talked highly in favor of the prob¬ 
lem session. They both agreed that 
it is necessary and that it also is 
a benefit to the students. Calculas 
as a whole, they agreed, is stiff 
but interesting. 

Miss Williams has her own 
theory of attendance at the ses¬ 
sion: 

“Although students will receive 
no extra credit, they had just as 
soon miss a lecture session as a 
problem session. They never miss 
because they realize the true value 
of the added period. 

“The deeper a student goes into 
calculas_, the more he realizes his 
responsibilities and the more seri¬ 
ous he becomes about them. He is 
not only willing to just do the 
hard work, but he prefers it.”
